Roosevelt aspires to be a dicta­ 
tor,” said Hoover in a m ajor R e­ 
publican cam paign speech in Co­ 
lumbus, but he added: “there are 
forces and men around him who 
are 
implacably pushing 
fu rth er 
and further in th a t direction.” 
Speaking before a crow d of 7,- 
000, the former chief executive as­ 
serted that during the last 25 
years he had been an “intim ate 
w itness to those forces in nations 
which endanger the lives, the se­ 
curity and the freedom of the 
great m ass of ordinary people.” 
Personal Power Rises 
Hoover added th a t the decline 
of democracies throughout history 
cam e from the “insidious rise of 
personal power.” 
“We are almost the la st stand 
in this world today of representa­ 
tive government.” he continued, 
“under which only limited pow ers 
rest in any m an’s hand. 
If we 
are to make sure that kind of 
governm ent Is not to perish we 
m ust do it here and now by the 
election of Wendell W illkie.” 
Hoover scoffed at the idea th a t 
any one man was “indispensable” 
in a representative Republic. 
“If we have arrived a t th a t 
dearth of ability, the Republic is 
already gone,” he com m ented. 
The former president departed 
from his prepared speech to com ­ 
ment on remarks m ade by P resi­ 
dent Roosevelt in bis “first” 1940 
campaign speech in Philadelphia 
W ednesday night. 
“Mr. Roosevelt’s address ^cerned 
‘ to indicate th at he thinks I ain 
his opponent and th a t this is still 
the campaign of 1932,” Hoover 
said. 
“He 
is 
m istaken 
and

should think it ill-advised to bring 
up the prom ises th a t won th a t 
cam paign.” 
He asserted th a t in 1932 the 
nation w as on the w ay to recov­ 
ery, but th a t Roosevelt “created 
a relapse when he violated his 
promise not to tinker w ith the

and 
created 
a 
bank 
panic.” 
“Now after seven years of the 
more abundant life, there are still 
18.000.000 people on relief,” Hoo­ 
ver added. 
Congress Flayed 
He flayed C ongress fur yielding 
extraordinary powers to the P res­ 
ident and asserted th at at no tim e 
had those powers been voluntarily 
returned to the people or to Con­ 
gress. 
Such action. Hoover continued, 
tended to build presidential con­ 
trol 
“or 
dictation” of taxation, 
governm ent expenditures, money, 
credit, foreign exchange, banking, 
industrial production and d istrib u ­ 
tion, prices, wages, hours, crop 
control and “who shall and shall 
not receive governm ent relief.” 
“R egulations of business intend­ 
ed to prevent the abuses of m i­ 
norities has been transform ed into 
d ictating the conduct of business 
by good men,” Hoover stated . “ All 
this points to an Am erican breed 
of totalitarianism .” 
S tric t adherance to the third 
term tradition, Hoover contended, 
would check the “rise to personal 
pow er,” which he asserted 
had 
been accom plished by w eakening

legislative 
and 
judicial 
branches of the governm ent. 
“L egislative action has been re­ 
peatedly jam m ed through w ithout 
debate or consideration,” Hoover 
averred.

LOTTERY BEING PREPARED 


Delinquent 
Boards May Be 
Told To Work Sunday 
To Finish Job 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25—Some 
of the first conscripts called Into 
federal service by the National 
Draft lottery next Tuesday may be 
forced to wear old-fashioned, high- 
collared coats because of a short­ 
age of complete army uniforms, 
it was learned today. 
This information was obtained 
by International News Service as 
National 
Draft 
headquarters in 
Washington started an “assembly 
line” to stuff order numbers into 
the capsules that will be used in 
the lottery four days hence to de­ 
termine which of the nation’s JX­ 
GIX),OOO draft registrants will be 
called up first. 
Herculean efforts were 
being 
made by conscription headquarters 
to prevent postponement of the 
lottery. 
Reports that some local 
draft boards had not yet posted 
serial numbers of registrants led 
nation officials to “turn the heat 
on” local boards if the serial num­ 
bers are not posted by Monday. 
Boards failing to post numbers 
may be ordered to work all day 
Sunday in shuffling and number­ 
ing cards of those who registered 
October 16. 
» 
Must Be Posted 
All serial numbers must be post­ 
ed, it was warned, before the or­ 
der numbers can be drawn in the 
lottery. 
The order numbers, hid­ 
den in blue, non-transparent cap­ 
sules, will be drawn from one of 
the two bowls used in the three 
World War lotteries of 1817 and 
1918. 
The bowl was brought to 
the capital by Philadelphia police 
yesterday. 
With all of the activity at draft 
headquarters, it was learned that 
the War Department was having 
difficulty in getting deliveries on 
new army coats in time to supply 
the forthcoming draft army. 
Deliveries on 
shirts, breeches, 
overcoats and other apparel were 
reported on schedule, 
but there 
was a definite shortage of what 
the army calls “blouses” and what 
would be known in civilian life as 
suit coats. 
Because deliveries are slow, it 
was said, some of the old stiff- 
neck blouses which have been in 
storehouses for the last IO years 
may be taken out of moth-balls 
and given to some of the con­ 
scripts. 
Some National Guards­ 
men now being called up also may 
be forced to wear the high-collared 
blouses, in contrast to the smart 
and newer lapel blouses now worn 
in the army. 
According to army sources, vol­ 
ume deliveries 
of 
blouses 
may 
start in January, but until then 
conscripts will have to take their 
chances on wearing the stiff-neck 
coats. 
Capsules Filled 
Meanwhile, 
at 
national 
draft 
headquarters, 'plans for the draft 
lottery 
were 
going 
full speed 
ahead. 
Between 8,500 and 10,000 
numbers w’ill be drawn in the lot­ 
tery. 
Work of stuffing the cap­ 
sules for the drawing started with 
a large crew’ of girls working. One 
girl puts the capsules in a rack, 
another stuffs them with numbers, 
another checks the work so that 
there is no duplication of numbers, 
and still another seals them. Sev­ 
eral such “assembly lines” were 
set up, With the girls working in 
shifts. 
All the work was being 
done behind locked doors and the 
capsules were being kept in a safe 
so there could 
be no tampering 
with the numbers.

CHIEF OF DRAFT 
TALKS AT RITES 
HONORING 
BEVIS 


COLUMBUS, Oct. 
25—Ameri­ 
can universities are faced with the 
task of training citizens who are 
willing to “participate” 
in the 
democratic way of life even to the 
extent of military training, Clar­ 
ence A. Dykstra, director of the 
national selective service system, 
said today in Columbus. 
Dykstra, who left his post as 
president of the University of 
Minnesota to head the conscrip­ 
tion program, made the statement 
in a speech at the inauguration of 
Dr. Howard L. Bevis as the sev­ 
enth president of Ohio State Uni­ 
versity. Present at the ceremony 
were 250 of the nation’s leading 
educators. 
“We (educators) need to lay 
emphasis in these days on respon­ 
sibilities as well as privileges or 
our experiment in democracy will 
soon be ended,” Dykstra declared. 
“We need to live in the present as 
well as in the past, and wre must 
face the future.” 
He defended peacetime conscrip­ 
tion as a “Democratib process” 
and predicted that “we shall come 
very soon to the unanimous opin­ 
ion that it is the essence of demo­ 
cratic participation that all shall 
have such responsibilities as our 
society by representative proc­ 
esses shall declare.” 
“Under the impact of the facts 
| of modern life,” he continued, “the 
democratic way becomes a hard 
| way, a thorny way, perhaps an al- 
I most impossible way. 
But W’e 
j must go down that w?ay if we are 
to be true to our heritage. And I 
believe that we shall, and I be­ 
lieve in our ultimate success.”

H atch Act which, in the opinion 
of some legalists, would prevent 
the CIO or L abor’s N on-Partisan 
League from donating more than 
$5,000 to a political party. 
The 
broadcast costs $65,000. 
F u rth e r­ 
more, 
Lewis 
will 
have 
trouble 
w ith his Executive Board, which 
is alm ost unanim ously for Roose­ 
velt, if he tried to collect the cash 
from individual units of the U nit­ 
ed Mine W orkers or the CIO. 
Deficit to Be Paid 
So in the end, any deficit for 
Lewis’ big broadcast w as g u aran ­ 
teed by the Republican Finance 
Com m ittee. 
Head of this com ­ 
m ittee is E rnest W eir, steel m ag­ 
nate whom John L. Lewis has 
fought; and behind the Republican 
Finance Com m ittee arc such for­ 
m er opponents of Lewis as Tom 
G irdler of Republic Steel and Joe 
Pew of the Sun Oil Company. 
Lew is’ derision to break defi­ 
nitely w ith Roosevelt cam e after 
a W hite Louse conference last 
week, a t which the CTO chieftain 
again dem anded reappointm ent of 
J. W arren Madden as head of the 
L abor R elations Board, together 
w ith the enforcem ent of Labor 
Board decisions by the N ational 
Defense Commission. 
W hen he 
cam e out of the m eeting, Lewis 
announced, "I got a wooden leg.” 
which is the coal m iners’ phrase 
for having been com pletely un­ 
successful in a labor negotiation. 


D EEP .SEC RET 
Lewis was so secretive reg ard ­ 
ing his plans th a t not even his 
closest colleagues, such as Phil 
M urray, knew in advance w hat he 
was to say in his much fanfared 
broadcast. 
N or did Lewis’ CIO 
friends know' definitely w hether 
the CIO or the W inkle cam paign 
w as shelling out the $65,000 for 
radio tim e. 
Only person who

Along the Gulf Coast 
Dr. Lynch points out that along 
he Gulf Coast from Tevas to 
Florida there are relatively few 
.•ases of mastoiditis in proportion 
to the population. As one goes up 
the Eastern seaboard the cases 
increase, until in New England 
'he peak is reached. The same is 
true of the Mississippi Valley— 
the further north we go the more 
eases of mastoiditis we encounter. 
Certainly this is also tru of in­ 
flammation of the sinuses of the 
nose—acute or chronic. 
But when cultures are made 
from the throats of people in vari­ 
ous parts of the country, the strep-

found 
distributed 
pretty generally throughout — in 
sections where mastoiditis is prev­ 
alent, as well as where it is rare. 
But Dr. Lynch made the interest­ 
ing observation that virulence of 
ail these organisms is not the 
same. When he injected cultures 


from the throats of people in the 
North and on the Atlantic Sea­ 
board into guinea pigs, he had a 
more severe form of inflammation 
than with the Southern cultures. 
Poor Ventilation 
If the environment of the ex­ 
perimental animal is changed—if 
one group is brought up in condi­ 
tions of cold resembling the North­ 
ern winter, and another in condi­ 
tions resembling our Southern 
climate, the reaction to organisms 
differ. This is paralleled by obser­ 
vations that mastoiditis is all over 
the country a winter and spring 
disease. The perk is reached after 
a gradual rise beginning in De- 
e* ober and 
January 
until

March the largest number of cases 
is found. Then the incidence be­ 
gins to drop off until August with 
a m axim um of sunshine and a 
more regulated and even tem pera­ 
ture. 

In 
cold w eather people are kept m- 
tit ors in poorly ventilated rooms 
and the chance* of breathing in 
someone else’s germs are much

The old doctrine of the. seec and 
the soil was never better illus­ 
trated. 
Undoubtedly there is a 
lesson for those subject to these 
respiratory infections — a lesson 
which common sense has long 
taught them to respect — that a 
sojourn in a warm climate dur­ 
ing the winter is a definite safe­ 
guard to their health.
